One Dollar Notes were issued in only five of the eleven Con- 
tinental Currency issues. They are considerably scarcer than 
the other denominations, even though the quantity printed 
was identical. They are particularly challenging to locate in 
high grade, likely due to their heavy use in circulation as the 
workhorse denomination. This $1 from the Second Conti- 
nental Issue has been graded just under fully Gem by PCGS. 
It’s well margined on both sides, with strong signatures and 
a razor sharp vignette. This note is valued at $3000 in Fried- 
berg and $1500 in Newman. The Newman valuation is much 
closer to the current market. (1,250-up)

This note is the first of a group of Continental and Penn- 
sylvania notes offered in this sale that feature the sig- 
nature of Adam Hubley. Hubley was born in Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania in 1743 and served as a Lieutenant Colo- 
nel in the Revolutionary Army and commanded the 11th 
Pennsylvania Regiment. The 11th Regiment was part of 
the encampment at Valley Forge during the winter of 
1777-1778 and records show that Hubley took his mili- 
tary oath there. Today, a monument to the Pennsylvania 
Regiments that were at Valley Forge stands near the Gen- 
eral Wayne monument and marks the commanders of each 
regiment, including Hubley’s name and dates of service. 


Hubley was appointed by the Continental Congress to sign 
notes. Ultimately he signed two issues for the State of Penn- 
sylvania and two for the Continental Congress. He was 
married to Mary Evans whose brother Joel Evans was also a 
signer of Pennsylvania currency with Hubley. In 1793, a yel- 
low fever outbreak took the life of Hubley. 


Fewer than a half dozen uncirculated examples of this scarce 
$2 denomination can be found in our auction archive. This 
fully margined piece shows strong remaining signatures with 
a center bend most visible on the back of the note. (750-up)

The mottos with the emblems on the back are VI CONCI- 
TATE (driven by force) and CESSANTE VENTO CONQUI- 
ESCEMUS (when the storm dies down we will rest). The 
emblem on the face is a tomb with a wreath on it. The motto 
is SI RECTE FACIES (if you act righteously you will be hon- 
ored after death). (500-up)

Possibly Unique Federal Indent 
with Fractional Denomination 
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15025 Continental Currency Indent September 27 1785 $1 and 


39/90th’s PCGS Apparent Very Fine 35. 

These indented bills were issued by the Continental Con- 
gress from 1782 through 1787. Early in the issuing period, 
the value depreciated by about 20%, but as the notes were 
accepted for taxes, the value quickly recovered. By 1782 Con- 
gress was unable to honor the large quantity of Continental 
notes that were in circulation, and their value fell to nearly 
nothing (“Not worth a continental,” sound familiar?). These 
notes were then issued to circulate, and were accepted in 
payment of taxes (which earlier Continentals were not). The 
authorized signers were John Hardy and Michael Hillegas... 
with almost all of the known examples signed by Hardy. His 
bold clear signature led early collectors to refer to these then 
mysterious rare notes as “Hardy Bills.” Newman identifies 
the denominations as $1, $2, $4, $6, $8, $9, $15, $20, $25, $50 
and $75 but he speculates that other denominations were also 
issued. Notes are known only with issue dates of September 
27, 1785 and October 11, 1787 but other dates were undoubt- 
edly used. In the course of our 60-plus sales we have handled 
fewer than five of these ultra rare notes. To the best of our 
knowledge, this is the first example that we have ever seen 
that included a Fractional Denomination. All others that we 
have seen were for whole-dollar amounts, with a bold ink 
line drawn through the two areas where the handwritten 
fraction would have appeared. PCGS has assigned the Appar- 
ent grade for minor ink erosion that has been hinge repaired. 
The note has the visual impact of a full XF. In 2008, we sold 
a VF 20 Net $4 for $3220, and in 2009 we sold a Fine 15 $1 
for $1897. A wonderful item that would complement any 
advanced collection of Continental Currency. (5,000-up)

There is a sale record of $2990 for an uncirculated Remain- 
der at a 2004 auction. This note, while not as nice, should 
realize just a hair less.

Of the sixteen, it carries the highest value in 
the Friedberg reference, although Newman does not differ- 
entiate values among most of the denominations. Although 
PCGS has not released a Colonial census, PMG’s records 
indicate they have graded only one example, a Fine 12. Not 
surprisingly, these notes are quite popular with collectors as 
they were printed by Paul Revere and include the “Sword in 
Hand” vignette. The signer of this piece is D. Hopkins. The 
note does have an apparent grade as listed by PCGS for edge 
restorations, but they are quite minor. The other example we 
sold was a Fine 15. This piece, as an XF-40, is an extremely 
important Massachusetts note. In Friedberg, thirteen of the 
sixteen denominations of this issue are listed up through 
XF. But this denomination is not listed above Fine, where its 
$7500 price is the highest for any of the sixteen notes in the 
issue. The Newman price at this grade level is $17,500, which, 
while above the current market, is not wholly unrealistic.

One of the notable characters in San Francisco history is “Emperor Norton of the United States.” Joshua Abraham Norton was 
born in Algoa Bay, South Africa on February 4, 1819. In 1849, after receiving a $40,000 bequest from the estate of his father, he 
immigrated to San Francisco. His initial business efforts were quite successful and he was able to substantially grow his for- 
tune. However, an investment in Peruvian rice caused him financial ruin and he was forced to declare bankruptcy. His men- 
tal state seriously declined at that point and he briefly left San Francisco. He would later return to the City by the Bay and at 
that point, he notified several newspapers on September 17, 1859 that he was declaring himself Emperor of the United States. 


In his new self-appointed role, he issued several declarations about various matters. Some considered him a visionary, because 
among his decrees were several with merit, including the formation of a League of Nations and building a suspension bridge 
between San Francisco and Oakland. He dressed in military uniform and wandered the streets. Norton was well liked by many who 
considered him eccentric and he was often given free meals and received invitations to the theater. His occupation is listed in the 
1870 United States Census as “Emperor.” The city of San Francisco even purchased a new uniform for him after his became worn. 


In the 1870s, Norton began issuing promissory notes that he referred to as “Imperial Treasury Bond Certificates.” The denomina- 
tions ranged from 50¢ to $100 and he sold them to citizens and tourists. The latter collected them as souvenirs of San Francisco. He 
was an important celebrity of his day. Many merchants sold Emperor Norton merchandise ranging from postcards to dolls. Emperor 
Norton’s notes remain quite popular with the current generation of collectors as they weigh in at the number 100 spot on the list 
of the 100 Greatest American Currency Notes. It has been estimated that only two or three dozen pieces have survived. The March 
1933 issue of The Numismatist included an article about the Emperor and his notes. Norton collapsed and died on January 8, 1880. 
Norton's funeral was a huge affair, with at least 10,000 mourners reported, although some accounts list as many as 30,000. Over 130 
years later, he is still well remembered, at least partially due to his influence on popular culture. Several characters in novels were 
based on him, including works by Mark Twain and Robert Louis Stevenson. The centennial of his death was recognized in 1980. 


Tonight's offering of serial number 2966 retains nice eye appeal despite a few imperfections that garnered it an apparent grade. Ink ero- 
sion is observed at the signature and edge damage and splits were also mentioned by PCGS. The vignette of Norton is seen at left on this 
note and the California state seal is observed at right. This variety does not include a printer’s imprint and has an estimated surviving 
population of a mere six to ten pieces. We sold at our FUN auction in January 2012 a 50¢ with imprint example at the PCGS VF 30 grade 
and that example brought $12,650. The current offering is also a rare and desirable note that will certainly challenge that previous win- 
ning bid.

, In 1867, Alaska was purchased from Russia for $7.2 Million. Even with a price of about two cents per 
acre, it was considered a serious political gaffe. The then Secretary of State, William H. Seward, had 
pushed for the acquisition of this new territory, which was to increase the size of the United States 
and its Territories by more than 15 percent. Americans scoffed at purchasing the vast “waste- 
land,” and quickly referred to it as “Seward’s Folly,” and “Seward’s Icebox.” 


By the late 1890’s, Seward’s name was vindicated by the discovery of gold in Alaska which 
sparked the Klondike Gold Rush. The discovery started a border dispute with Canada. 
Unfortunately for the United States, previous borders between Russian Alaska and Canada were 

vague. Dispute resolution was now a priority, and Indiana Senator Charles W. Fairbanks was 
appointed a member of the United States and British High Commission for matters concerning 
Canada. This included the newly ignited border dispute. Senator Fairbanks’s role in 1898 was considered 
a success, resulting in the majority of the disputed Territory going to the United States. 


The Klondike Gold Rush sparked a population explosion in Alaska. The population roughly doubled, from 32,000 in 
1890 to nearly 64,000 in 1900. Alaska’s then second largest city, Fairbanks, was settled in 1901. The name was chosen to 
pay tribute to Senator Fairbanks’s contributions to the District of Alaska. The city grew quickly and by 1905, The First 
National Bank of Fairbanks deposited funds with the US Treasury in Washington and received National Bank Notes to 
circulate in the area. Series 1902 Red Seals were the first notes issued by the bank, with 1,600 sheets of $5 notes and 1,460 
of $10-$10-$10-$20 sheets making up the first notes issued by the bank. The note offered here features plate letter C and is 
the third note from the first sheet of $5 notes issued by the bank. The note featuring plate letter D is in the census and first 
appeared at auction in 1969. In its last appearance in 1997, the note realized $93,500--one of the highest prices ever paid 
for a National Bank Note up to that point. 
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We will never know for sure why this treasure got preserved for collectors, but it was not uncommon for wealthy bankers to set aside 
a note or two from the first sheet as mementos. This practice may have accounted for the survival of this note and the other Serial 
Number 1 $5 Red Seal known from the bank. No number-one notes are known for the $10 or $20; in fact, just one piece is known for 
each denomination. Were it not for a small grouping of consecutively numbered $5 Red Seals set aside decades ago, the $5 Red Seals 
would also be prohibitively rare. PCGS graded this note Apparent Choice New 63, with mention of some minor restorations on the back 
corners. It shows strong embossing with full and original paper wave. Each of the margins is full and the overprint is slightly muted, but 
attractive. The blue serial number 1, at lower left, and blue Treasury serial number are bright and bold. The signatures of the Cashier 
and President are also bold. 


Both of the men who signed the note were important characters in early Fairbanks history. The Cashier, Luther Hess, was one of 
Fairbanks’s first citizens and a prominent lawyer serving as the Assistant U.S. District Attorney until 1905. He later served as vice 
president of the bank and was an Alaskan Territorial legislator. President Samuel Bonnifield signed this piece as president of the bank 
and was quite the character. He was in Alaska long before the Klondike Gold Rush and was a professional gambler with a reputation for 
huge bets and being a very fair and likeable individual, earning the nickname “Square Sam.” He co-founded the First National Bank 
with Frank G. Manley. In 1906, the First National Bank and most of downtown Fairbanks were destroyed by fire, and shortly thereafter 
Bonnifield suffered a nervous breakdown. He left Alaska to spend time recovering with family in the continental United States. His 
return was marked by the Fairbanks Daily Miner, “No man ever lived in the North who has more real friends than has Sam Bonnifield.” 
The return was short lived; he went insane, resulting in an arrest by the Marshall’s office and admission to Morningside Hospital--the 
infamous Alaskan institution for the insane. Prior to his arrest, Bonnifield reportedly withdrew a large sum of money from the bank 
and passed it out to laborers in town. 


This wonderful piece comes to us directly from the family of Charles W. Fairbanks. This note was presented to Charles W. Fairbanks. 
His successes as a United States Senator propelled him to an even higher office--as Vice President under Theodore Roosevelt. After his 
tenure as Vice President, he continued in politics and ran for the presidential nomination in 1916. He failed to receive the nomination, 
but did win the nomination for Vice President under Charles W. Hughes. The election was close, but they lost to Woodrow Wilson and 
his running mate Thomas Marshall. 


Many arguments can be made over what notes should be included on the list of the greatest National Bank Notes, but this note, in our 
opinion, is easily a candidate for the top ten. Among Alaska National Bank Notes, it is the most important in terms of pedigree, with 
ties to some of the most significant individuals in Fairbanks’s early history. (200,000-300,000)

Tonight, we offer one of the most spectacular Colorado nationals to ever appear in one of our auc- 
tions. It came to us directly from a descendant of the bank’s initial officers where it had resided with the fam- 
ily for generations. It originated from the first sheet of Red Seal notes issued by this small Fort Morgan bank 
that opened its doors in 1905. The bank was the second note issuer to commence operations in Fort Morgan (two years 
after the First National opened for business in 1903), and, as is usually the case, was the smaller of the two. As was very typ- 
ical, it was not destined for a long tenured existence and eventually liquidated and merged into the First National in 1927. 


This Serial Number 1 Red Seal was signed by M. L. Moore, the bank’s president and J. H. Roediger, the bank’s cashier. The 
note was then presented to R. M. Handy who was the bank’s vice president. Handy kept the note for 24 years, and then gave 
it to Miss Virginia Roediger of New Haven, CT as a remembrance of her grandfather who helped establish the bank. The 
original letter dated October 12, 1929 explaining the details of the bequest to Miss Roediger is included with this 
lot. The note has resided with the Roedinger descendants until it was consigned to this sale. 


From a collector's point of view, this gorgeous note has everything going for it. First of all, it is only the seventh Serial Number 1 Red 
Seal to surface on any Colorado bank, and the first to appear at public auction since Bill Donlon’s inaugural auction in 1971. Secondly, 
it comes from an uncommon bank, and is only the sixth note to be reported from The Morgan County NB. Last and certainly not least, 
it is a beautiful note that features wide margins, bright, crisp paper, vibrant color, and bold embossing. The original signatures are dark 
and clear. The note had apparently been paper clipped to the original 1929 letter for a long period of time resulting in a few rust flecks 
on the note. These have been deftly removed, but caused PMG to assign a net grade to this well preserved note. One of the highlights of 
this auction, and certain to be of great interest to all Colorado collectors, as well as anyone who appreciates great Nationals.

One of the great things about cataloging for our auctions is the opportunity to handle some true wonder notes and lightning has 
indeed struck twice today. Prior to tonight’s offering of the following two Montana trophy notes, collectors of The Treasure State 
had to content themselves with a small size example from this Miles City bank, as a large size piece had eluded even the most 
dedicated Montana collector. Tonight, we present not only two large size notes from here but they are from the first sheet issued by 
this late chartering bank after it opened its doors in 1924 that have been held by the bank president’s family for generations. 


As background, the eastern Montana community of Miles City was named in honor of U. S. Army General Nelson A. Miles who had 
been sent to the area after the Battle of the Little Big Horn, according to the local newspaper, to “bring the remaining uncontrolled 
Native Americans into subjugation.” His nephew, George Miles, accompanied him on the expedition and became quite involved in the 
sheep and livestock trade and would later become the President of the First National Bank. The first bank in Miles City was named 
appropriately the First National Bank and opened its doors in 1882. In 1924, this institution reorganized itself, adopted a new charter, 
and changed its name from the First NB of Miles City to the First NB in Miles City from which came these two lovely notes that we 
present this evening. 


First up is a beautiful Serial Number 1 $10 from the “C” position that features bright paper, a vibrant blue overprint, and bold pen signa- 
tures including that of George M. Miles as President. While it has a bit of an irregular cut in its top margin and has sustained some very 
light handling resulting in its PCGS grade of About New 50PPQ, it was obviously well preserved over the years.

Though one finer example from this district has been graded, this is the lone and highest graded example to be offered at auc- 
tion. As with all the 1934 $5000s printed for the Dallas Federal Reserve, this piece features a lime green overprint. The color is 
vivid and the two digit serial number K00000055A is a subtle reminder of how few high denomination notes were printed for 
each district. In this case, the print run was just 2400 notes. Since they were mainly used in bank-to-bank transactions, most 
were redeemed at the Treasury when cash reserve requirements were lowered and other advancements were made in trans- 
ferring funds from one bank to another. Each of the margins is full and individually worthy of a Gem grade. The emboss- 
ing and original paper wave is easy to see even in the confines of the third party holder. Some minor handling is noted and 
likely the deciding factor keeping it from a full Gem grade. It is typical of many high denominations that spent most of their life 
in bank vaults only to be counted by bank clerks during audits. No finer $5000s have been offered by us in at least four years, 
and the last similarly graded example was a PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ from New York that cracked the $130,000 mark 
in our 2011 September Long Beach Signature Auction. This is a lovely $5000 that is rarely available in any finer condition.

This is the first ever public offering that we can find of this rare Friedberg number. Both the Friedberg and the Krause refer- 
ences state that this number is “unknown”, and it remains so in issued form. Luckily, the Bowers reference pictures a BEP face 
proof impression on page 758. The same holds true on page 69 of the Hessler proof reference. Also, only the Hessler example and 
the current example we are offering sport a green overprint. The piece in tonight’s auction has a modified, human-like left hand. 
Chief of the National Currency Bureau Spencer M. Clark criticized the woman pictured in the proof in the Hessler book as hav- 
ing “more like an animal’s paw than a female hand.” This makes this piece a later proof example, and it may be as close to an actual 
note as one can get for this design. The paper remains bright with strong printed design details and bold protectors. An apparent 
grade was assigned because it was hole punch cancelled, damaged, and restored. The restorations were very well executed. 


Interest Bearing Notes were used more as investments instead of circulating paper money. They were sold at a discount and redeemed at face 
value upon maturity to reflect the interest earned. Banks were the main buyers and holders of these notes, explaining their rarity. 


This uniface proof is full of symbolism. At center is a woman at an altar depicting George Washington. The Department of 
the Treasury has called this vignette by three different names over the years. One name is America Offering Her Jewels, the 
second is Wealth Offering Up Her Jewels, and the third is Altar of Liberty. In the vignette we see a jewel box and a drinking 
pitcher at the feet of the allegorical female. She is also getting ready to drop a pendant into the flames sprouting up from the 
Washington altar. The background consists of an open air domed shrine, a turbulent sea, and a bolt of lightening. 


A great paper money item and one that we have not seen before—even with all of our many cumulative years of collecting, studying, 
selling, and cataloging paper money. This may well prove to be the only opportunity to physically represent this Friedberg number for 
many years to come. Pricing a rarity of the magnitude is difficult though, a Fr. 201 proof of the $1000 denomination recently appeared 
at auction and realized for $97,750. That piece was also the first example ever offered for the denomination and type. (50,000-up)

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, 
the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise.
